W ASHINGTON, May 15 — Secre­ 
tary D aniels today assailed the naval 
rolicies of Form er P residents Roose­ 
velt and Taft, declaring they per­ 
m itted the U nited States to lose its 
place as second naval pow er of the 
world and allowed G erm asy to pass 


The g reatest strides in th e history’ 
of the navjr w ere m ade under Presi­ 
dent W ilson, he declared. 
Continuing his defense before the 
senate naval investigating com m it­ 
tee D aniels asserted the W ilson ad­ 
m inistration retrieved the navy from 
the position is drifted into under th e 
“stand pat” policy of Roosevelt. , 
P resident T aft, he said, failed to 
recover the lost ground and as a re­ 
sult the W ilson adm inistration in­ 
h erited the whole situation. 
“Be­ 
tw een M arch 1913 and Septem ber, 
1916, the navy increased In person­ 
nel, efficiency 
and 
m aterial m ore 
than in any sim ilar period in our 
history,” D aniels asserted.

“it fell back” under T aft.

1904 to 1910 congress authorized only 
ten capital ships to G erm any’s 20, 
b e said.

The consum er is told th at one of 
the reasons why prices are high at 
the present tim e is because “the dol­ 
lar only buys about 54 cents w orth 
of goods,” basing valuation on pre­ 
w ar standards. 
He is told th at it is 
only a question of tim e before the 
full 100-cent value will be restored. 
lf, therefore, he can in some way 
keep these 54-cent dollars until th at 
tim e he gains the other 46 cents. 
H ere is a business opportunity 
which everyone can see, which ev­ 
eryone can appreciate — and by 
which everyone can benefit.

im m ediate query com es: “How?” 
The m ethod is a sim ple one. 
It is called saving. 
The m an who puts a 54-cent dol­ 
lar in the savings bank today can 
forget about it until the day when he 
can take it out a 100-cent dollar.

fuel adm inistration,’' said Robb. - 
“The absence bf an increase In 
price to cover the increased expense 
! has had the effect of discouraging 
the development work and with the 
exception 
of 
the activities of the 
larger marketing concerns, has to­ 
n a lly 
arrested 
exploitation 
work, 
with the result that the production 
of oil has not kept pace with the 
demand. 
"Sufficient crude oil to supply the 
requirements 
of 
the Pacific 
coast 
trade for fuel oil and gasoline is 
not being produced, and were it not 
for an accumulated reserve tanked 
during the time of excess produc­ 
tion the present supply 
would 
not 
satisfy 
existing 
dem ands. 
These 
reserves are rapidly being exhaust­ 
ed. and unless the development and 
i production of crude oil and gasoline 
j is 
increased 
must 
shortly be re­ 
stricted 
to 
essentia! 
usage. 
This 
will mean in the case of fuel oil that 
all consumers thereof who can get 
some other fuel will be compelled to 
do so, regardless of cost or incon­ 
venience. 
In the case of gasoline, 
it will mean the curtailm ent of the 
use thereof to business and industry, 
thus depriving the owners of pleas­ 
ure cars

BLOCK lUTC THIEF 


Let congress pass a law creating 
a federal motor vehicle registration 
bureau in each state. 
This bureau 
would be entirely separate and dis­ 
tinct from the state’s license bu­ 
reau, the main functions of which 
would not be interfered with at alb 
The motor car dealer, on gelling a 
car, would be required to file with 
his federal bureau the name and ad­ 
dress of the buyer, together with 
complete identifying data on the car, 
such as numbers, model, and so on. 
On receipt of this report from the 
dealer, the federal bureau 
would 
enter upon its records this informa­ 
tion, and then would issue to the 
buyer a 
certificate of ownership, 
signed by the head of the bureau 
or his deputy and bearing the name 
of the buyer and a number, and also 
I embossed with the seal o£ the bu- 
j reau. 
This would be forwarded by reg­ 
listered mail to the car buyer, who 
would then be able to secure a Ii-1 
cense for the car in the regular way 
from the state authorities just as 
he now does. Not until he could pro­ 
duce this federal certificate could , 
he get the license. 
Should the first owner wish 
to 


I sell the car, he would have to b u t - 1 
j render his certificate to the federal 
I bureau, at the same time furnishing 
the name and address of the new 
owner and the identifying numbers 
of the car. 
If his certificate were 
found to be genuine, and the num­ 
bers he supplied agreed in every 
particular with those on file for that 
registration certificate number, then 
a new certificate would be made out 
to the new owner, which would en­ 
title the latter to transfer the li­ 
cense plates in accordance with the 
state’s regulations. 
The same pro­ 
cedure would be followed for each 
subsequent transfer of the ifihotor 
vehicle. 
In case a car owner lost his cer­ 
tificate, he would merely wire the 
federal bureau to that'effect, when 
transfer of that car would be stop­ 
ped, an entry on the records 
for 
that certificate number precluding 
any possibility of a new certificate 
being made out in exchange for this 
canceled certificate, should attempt 
, be made later to pass it through. 
I The loser of the certificate would 
then have to get two responsible 
citizens to swear to his ownership 
of the car, when a new certificate 
bearing a different number would 
be sent him. 
Of coarse, the law 
would impose heavy sentences for 
I violation of any of its provisions, 
and the burden of registration 
in 
the first instance would be placed 
upon the car dealer. 
Now let us see how the proposed 
law would work. 
Suppose a thief 
did make away with a car. 
In or­ 
der to sell it he would have to pro­ 
duce 
a 
certificate 
of 
ownership 
I signed by the federal bureau. 
It 
would be unlawful to accept a car 
for which a certificate was not forth­ 
coming." hence the thief could find no 
buyer. Even supposing that he were 
: fortunate enough to find the owner­ 
ship certificate tucked away in the 
car, through carelessness on the part 
of the owner, he would be no better 
off. 
On discovering that his car 
was missing, tile owner immediate­ 
ly would have notified the federal 
bureau, and that would automatical­ 
ly block the transfer.
